One of the most noteworthy features 
of Monday evening’s meeting of the 
board of city trustees was the intro¬ 
duction and first reading of a new- 
city ordinance regulating pool rooms. 
The new pool room ordinance con¬ 
tains several radical changes from the 
old one. For one thing, the fee to be 
charged by the city for a license is 
double the amount formerly charged. 
The most drastic changes, however, 
are aimed at the gambling which, it 
is alleged, is carried on in several 
pool rooms here. One feature is that 
no more closed rooms are to be allow¬ 
ed at the rear or on the side of any 
pool room except a lavatory. No pool 
room shall be allowed to have access 
to a room above or a room beneath. 
All windows in front shall be of clear 
glass and low enough to afTord a full 
view of the room from the street. Ev¬ 
ery place containing a pool table is to 
be considered a pool hall except pri¬ 
vate residences and no more are min- 
ors to be allowed to frequent pool 
halls as at present. The ordinance 
will be given a second reading at next 
meeting. 

An application from the South City 
pool room’s proprietors for permis¬ 
sion to alter the front of their build¬ 
ing was granted, provided the build¬ 
ing conforms to the city fire ordi¬ 
nance. 

The $10 bond put up by W. L. Hick¬ 
ey in accordance with city ordinance 
on opening pavement in the alley be¬ 
tween Linden and Maple, Grand and 
Miller avenues some time ago was or¬ 
dered forfeited to the city because of 
Mr. Hickey’s failure to properly repair 
the pavement after his work was com¬ 
pleted. Furthermore City Clerk Mc- 
Sweeney was instructed to notify Mr. 
Hickey to appear before the next 
meeting of the board to show cause 
why his plumber’s license should not 
be revoked because of his faiure to 
make the required repairs at this 
place and elsewhere he Has worked. 

Sam Curusis appeared personally to 
inquire whether his application for a 
soft drink license for 113 Grand ave¬ 
nue had been acted upon. It had not, 
and was held over for another week 
for action. 

City Clerk McSweeney was instruct¬ 
ed to communicate with the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company and call at¬ 
tention to the fact that the pavement 
at the corner of San Bruno road and 
Grand avenue where it did some work 
several months ago was not put back 
in good condition again. 

A communication from the South 
San Francisco Water Company stated 
that where it was necessary for the 
company’s employes in working on 
water mains to open the pavement it 
would prefer to deposit with the city 
clerk 50 cents per square foot of the 
opening rather than keep a bond 
standing for such repair work, either 
procedure being acceptable under city 
The water company’s pro-

PASS RESOLUTION TO OFFER 
SCHOOL BONDS FOR SALE 


Monday was claims day with the 
county supervisors and a busy session 
resulted, more than 460 claims against 
the county being audited and ordered 
paid while several others were held 
over for investigation. 

In addition to the large number of 
claims, several other matters of im¬ 
portance were disposed of. A new res¬ 
olution calling for the advertising of 
the sale of $200,000 in bonds for the 
San Mateo grammar school district 
was adopted, and also a similar reso¬ 
lution in the matter of advertising of 
the $360,000 in bonds of the San Ma¬ 
teo union high school district. These 
two resolutions were made necessary 
owing to errors discovered in the res¬ 
olutions adopted at the meeting of De¬ 
cember 5th. 

A large number of erroneous as¬ 
sessments were ordered canceled by 
the board, on motion of Supervisor 
Rosalie M. Brown, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Francis. It was also called to 
the attention of the board that the 
property of Mary Hodges in San Bru¬ 
no is exempt from taxation, and the 
money paid in this year by Mrs. Mary 
Hodges was ordered refunded. 

The statement and estimate of 
County Auditor J. J. Shields f or the 
month of December was filed. 

A map of Toyon Knolls was present¬ 
ed to the board on behalf of Esther M. 
Wilson and Oro C. Smith. The prop¬ 
erty is located on the West Union road 
near W’oodside. It is the intention of 
the new owners to sell portions of it 
according to the subdivision as indi¬ 
cated by the map. The map was order¬ 
ed accepted and filed in the office of 
County Recorder T. C. Rice, it being 
stipulated that the roads as shown are 
rejected as being dedicated to public 
use. 

County Surveyor George A Kneese 
m tilled the board of the completion of 
the reinforced concrete bridge over 
Cordilleros creek as of November 1, 
and recommended that the contractor 
be paid for the work. 

The report of the County Farm and 
Hospital was presented and ordered 
Hied, following which the board ad¬ 
journed to December 19.

War Department Approves Projeet;

Residents of 


San Mateo county, 
especially those working actively for 
the construction of Dumbarton bridge, 
are much elated over the announce¬ 
ment at Washington that the bridge 
would receive the sanction of the War 
Department.
